For the reasons indicated 
below, Defendant-Intervenors take no position on Plaintiffs' Petition. 

On September 22, 2006, Plaintiffs filed their Petition for Costs. The Petition was 
unclear as to whether Plaintiffs sought to recover costs from only the government 
Defendants or whether Plaintiffs sought costs from the Defendant-Intervenors as well. 
On September 26, 2006, counsel for Defendant-Intei-venors sent Plaintiffs' counsel 
correspondence by e-mail that requested clarification as to whether Plainfiffs intended to 
attempt to recover costs from the Defendant-Intervenors. A copy of Defendant-

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Plaintiffs' counsel responded to Defendant-Intervenors' inquiry witli an e-mail 

dated September 26, 2006. In this e-mail, Plaintiffs' counsel explained: 

To clarify. Plaintiffs are only seeking attorney fees and 
costs from the Federal government Defendants, nol from 
Defendant-Intervenors. 

(Emphasis added). Plaintiffs' e-mail response is attached to this Response as Exhibit 
"B." 

In light of the fact that Plaintiffs do not seek costs from the Defendant- 
Intervenors, the Petition for Costs filed by the Plaintiffs does not involve the Defendant- 
Intervenors. Consequently, the Defendant-Intervenors will take no position on the 
Plaintiffs' Petition.
